BLEW OFF HIS ARM. 


George Molique Crippled for Life 
While Loading a Home- 
Made Cannon. 


|< a prominent citizen, was awakened by 


While loading a cannon in the yara wack 
of his home George Molique lost half of his 
left arm. 

Molique, who is a blacksmith in the 
Missour! Pacifico shops, lives with his wife 
and four children at 2646 Papin street. 

Last night he and the ehildren were cele- 
brating the advent of the Fourth by setting 
off fireworks in the back yard. 

Molique had made a cannon out of a 3- 
inch steel pipe several days ago in anticipa- 
tion of the celebration. This was done by 
Plugging up one end of a piece of pipe 18 
inches Jong and drilling a hole through the 
plugged end for a ‘“‘touch-hole.’’. This was 
mounted on. a heavy block of wood. 

Last night Molique had started the neigh- 
bors by the loud explosions of the cannon. 


He fired it several times. As he was ram- 
ming the wad down on top of another load 


a spark from a Roman candle was blown 
into the touch-hole, and in the same in- 
stant there was an explosion, and Molique’s 
left hand and wrist were blown to atoms. 

The bones and flesh of the lower arm were 
terribly shattered and burned. 

The Missourt Pacific Hospital was noti- 
fied, and within a few minutes he was taken 
there [In an ambutance. 

Dr. Outten amputated the arm near the 
elbow. 

After the accident a rumor became cur- 
rent that a man had been murdered, and so 
much credence did it receive that Capt. Boyd 
sent officers out to run the rumor down.

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THE SITUATION IN INDIA GROWS 
SERIOUS. 


‘THE ENGLISH ARE HATED. 


Trouble Also Brewing in Afghanistar 
Through the Islam Revivai 
Agitation. 


LONDON, July 3.—The oufbursst of anti- 
English feeling in’ the native press both of 
Bengali and Bombay, for months past, has 
had the outcome which might have been 
expected, in the outrages at Poonah and the 
noting at Chitpore. Though there is no 
doubt that the immediate cause of the 
outbreak is the energy with which the 
local authorities have been stamping out 
the Bubonic plague, sometimes necessitat- 
ing tnterferencs with the social relations, 
customs and tradition of the natives; but 
the disaffection would not have become 
acute except for the activity and malicious 
accusations of agitators who incited fanat- 
ics to vengeanos against individuals and to 
he One of 
_& fair sample of the 


revolt against Government. 
these newspapers, 
others, said: 
“The plague authorities are simply butch- 
ers who are torturing and harassing the 
people of Poonah tn the name of sanitary 
science. If matters are not put right soon, 
the scenes of 1857 are likely to be re-wit- 
nessed there, as neither the Hindoos nor 
the Mohammedans will tolerate the persecu- 
tion of their wives and children for any 
length of time. It is the misfortune of the 
people that the honor, religion and modesty 
of woman, safe even under Mogul rule, 
should be violated under the Dnglish Gov- 
ernment, We wonder why no notice is 
taken of the shameful doings of the sol- 
diers in Poonah. They are, perhaps, secret- 
ly instigated by the Government to do these 
things in retaliation for the tortures once 
inflicted upon Europeans by the Tantia Topi 
and to punish the capital of the Deccan 
for taking the lead in ail public agitations. 


Let us hope that the Government will take | 
heed and mend its ways, lest disastrous con- 


sequences ensue,

COULD HARDLY BE WORSE. 
Miners of the East Tennesses Region 
Already Starving. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CLATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 3.—There {ts 
little likelihood of the mine situation, al- 
ready deplorable enough in this section, 


being aggravated by the movement in the 
North. The Chattanooga district proper 
comprises mines at Soddy, Sale Creek, 


Graysville and Da‘sy. For several months 
the mines in at least two places have not 
been in operation on account of the Dusi- 
ness depression. The Soddy sompeny em- 
ploys about 30O men. Secretary Raines of 
the company said to-day that he had re- 
ceived no intimation that h.s men intended 
to strike and a report from Soddy has it 
that all is quiet there. 

At Sale Creek also the men declare that 
they cannot afford to go on strike, as they 
did two yeare ago in sympathy with the 
big movement tn Ohlo and Pittsburg dis- 
tricts. The mines in South Pittsburg, about 
thirty miles south of Chattanooga, are con- 
trolled by the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Raiiroad Co., and the men are on the same 
scale as those in Birmingham district.

On the Chesapeake and Ohlo severa] mines 
have been closed and on the Cincinnati 
Southern, south from Somerset, every mine 
is at a standstill. In the latter territory the 
mine owners proposed a reduction of 10 per 
cent six weeks ago, holding that they were 
unable to mine coal at a profit unless such 
reduction was made. The miners were given

DOESN'T THINK MUCH OF IT.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


Advance in Conditions of 
Wheat Noted. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 3—An advance 
summary of the monthly Missouri! crop re- 
view for July was obtained here to-day 
from Col. J..R. Rippey, Secretary of the 
State Board of Agriculture. The report is 
to eome extent encouraging and shows con- 
siderablé improvement in crop prospects 
during the last month. 

The wheat condition for April was esti- 
mated at 65 per cent; for May at 62, for 
June at 53 and for July 1 at & per cent of 
an average crop. The decline noted June 
1 was caused by unusual cold weather for 
May, want of rain in parts of the State 
and the appearance of chinch bugs in other 
localities, Higher temperature and the 
needed rain for June developed a vigorous 
growth on the eve of harvesting, and sus- 
tained the estimmates made in April and 
May. The acreage of wheat sown last fall 
was estimated at 1,300,000 acres. 

Oats suffered eeverely during May and 
June for need of rain, but‘ has improved 
some in the last month. The crop is short, 
but under improved conditions will give a 
fair yield.

Physicians Were Puzzled, but They 
Have Made Discoveries the 
Last Few Days. 


A new Giseace is epidemic in St. Louts. 

It is called by the physicians ‘‘condult 
Quinsy,” for it is caused by the many exca- 
vations that are being made all over the 


city. 
The affiiction has not yet assumed a viru- 
Jent phase in any case an. is not cons'dered 


in itself dangerous to life, but it is exceed- 
ingly painful. 

The numerous cases of sore throats and 
swollen glawis that physicians were called 
upon to treat during the spring were be- 
Heved by them to be due to the wet, cold 
weather 

But recently they have compared. notes 
and found that the illness is the most severe 
in certain quarters: in fact, there are no 
Oases at all in certain districts, while in oth- 
ers one or two members of every family 
have been or are affi cted. 

Further investigat'on and comparison 
showed that the infected districts were 
those where excavations have been made 
for the purpose of laying electric wires. 

Especially affiicted are residents of houses

Perhaps the most act've work of the con- 
Guit makers has been on Olive street. This 
thoroughfare has been torn up on both 
Sides of the cable car tracks, from Jeffer- 
80n avenue to Broadway, and for two 
months the earth from twelve feet below 
the surface has been turned over and overt.

“Iam perfectly satisfied that it ts due to 
@ondult digging. For twé6 months now the 
Most noxious gases have been freed from 
the earth. These gases are laden with 
microbes which have lodged tn the human 
system and sre causing the sickness of so 
Many persons. ‘ 

“It is well known to medical men that in 
Malaria districts fevers are more prevalent 
Guring the plowing seasons tn fall and spring 
than at any other time. That. is due to the 
earth being turned. If such is the case in 
the country, where the ground is compar- 
Stively free from gases, how much more 
true it must be of the cities. , 

“The ground under St. Louls is eur- 
oharged with sewer gas and quantities of 
this have escaped within two months. 

“Some of the streets have never been 
@xcavated before and none of them have 
Been dug to such a depth as the conduit 
layers have gone. 

“Proof of the deadly nature of this gas 
fig abundant. We have had several! cases in

I have not 
found it necessary to use the lancet, save in 
ene or two cases.” 

“And the-treatment?’’ was asked, 

“The illness,”’ he replied, ‘though not dapn- 
gerous, might become so by reason of com- 
plications, and one affiicted should call in a 
physician.

Ministers and Cabmen Bewailing Loss 


of Incomes From Their New 
Jersey Gretna Greens. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CAMDEN, N,. J., July 3.—There is mourn- 


ing and there ils wailing and gnashing of 
tecth in,Camden, the Gretna Green of Phil- 
adelphia. There !s walling and gnashing of 
teeth in Jersey City and Hoboken, the 
Gretna Greena of New York. And minis- 
ters are doing the principal part of the 
prevailing and gnashing. 

| It is all on account of the Lloyd law, 
'wh'ich threatens to ruln one of the chief in- 
dustries of the Gretna Green S§tate—the 
marriage of non-resident couples. This 
'doleful new law provides that a person who 
| lives outside the State cannot get married 
in it until he or she has lived within its 
limits for seven days and satisfied a county 
clerk that everything is all right and that 
a certificate may safely be issued, 

The law went into effect last Wednesday 
neht-and a consequence was that Wednes- 
ugay was the biggest day in the history of 
the New Jersey marriage business. 
Couples with radiant countenances came in 
&@ constant stream all day long and Hymen’s 
mills ground swiftly until the m dn.ghi hour 
Was struck. One Camden minister ie cred- 
ited with marrying fifteen couples, and ev- 
ery preacher in town was Kept more or less 
busy all day. 

But now all is changed. New Jersey has 
not only ceased to be a Gretna Green, but 
is one of the hardest places in the country 
in which to be married. 

This law, which puts a ban on lovers and 
discourages hasty matrimony, is the result 
of a persistent fight by the people of New 
Jersey, who have been ecandalized by the 


5,000 marriages of non-res.dents in their 
State each year. It applies to non-residents 
only, and it provides for the punishment of 
ministers and officials who allow them- 
selves to be deceived. The questions which 
the part.es marry'ng are required to an- 
swWer-are searching, and those which the 


Witnesses will be asked are s0 exacting 
that few will be able to answer them satis- 
factorily. 

In Camden the enforcement of this law 
is really a serious matter, especially to the 
ministers and cabmen. It is a well-known 
fact that for years several of the town’s 
clergymen, including the Rev. William H. 
Burrall, is credited with having made more 
money by marrying couples that come over 
from Philadelphia and other parte of Penn- 
Syivania on Sundays than they have out of 
all their other church work. So profitable 
had the industry become that there was in- 
jpnse competition among the ministers, and 
for years most of them have employed 

runners’ to watch at the stations for in- 
coming couples who looked as (hough they 
wanted to get ‘married and steer them ‘to 
the right parsonage. These ‘“‘runners”’ 
worked on commission. Most of the m n- 
isters employed cabmen. If the party could 
be tnduced to ride the minister took half 
the cab fare and the driver kept the rest. 

Thus there is mourning among the Cam- 


den cabmen ase well as amon the min- 
isters, and many of them will have to go 
out of business,

Formerly Confined to Eastern States, 
but Now Appearing in Missouri.

the peach growers, and the State Exper!i- 
ment Station to-day issued a special state- 
ment regardi ich has in 
previous rears been confined to the Eastern 
tates, he disease is known as “peach 
rosette.”’ 
Another disease known as the *“*Yyellows”’ 
is also doing some damage. A tree once 
attacked by the “yellows” is sure to die 
sooner or later, usually within from three 
to five years. some States the peach 
oars mare vocmmne 80 diseased with the 
yellows” that peac rowing cann f- 
itably be carried on Shere. 4 reste 
The “peach rosette” {s also a very de- 
structive disease, The rosette usually at- 
tacks the tree in the spring or early sum- 


the disease w 


mer. It is characterized by tufts or rosettes 


of leaves, which usually form at the ends 
of the newer wood, then along the trunk 
and main branches, The tree becomes 
weaker and the leaves fewer until, when the 
tree dies, the last leaves are usually those 
that form in numrous tufts along the trunk. 
The rosette kills the tree in a single season. 
Both the “yellows” and “rosette” are 
sioWiy but surely spreading westward. A 
few trees of the “rosette” have been found 
in Missour! peach orchards and destroyed 
this season. The only safeguard against 
the spread of these diseases is to dig up and 
burn all trees that are known to be Infected, 
and this ehould be promptly done wherever 
the diseases occur. Careful attention to this 
matter now will save immense losses.

The State Board of Health met yesterday 
afternoon in the Holland building and had 
quite an exciting time before the proceed- 
ings were finished. 

Dr. F J. Lutz, the President; Dr. A. W. 
McAlester of Columbia, Dr. E. L. Standlee 
of St. Louis, and Dr. Paul! Paquin, Secre- 
tary, were present at the meeting.

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MORTUARY RECORD AGAINST 
THE STREET CAR FENDERS. 


NEW BILL IS NEGLECTED. 


Mr. Heckel’s Measure Compelling the 
Use of Automatic Devices Ig- 
nored in the Council. 


Fenders have been In use on etreet cars 
in St. Louis two years. In that time aver 
fifty lives have been crushed out on the 
rails. In nearly every instance it was be- 
‘Cause the ‘fender was either defective or 
fundamentally useless, oftener than not 
it was the fender iteelf which actually de- 
Stroyed lfe. , 

March 28, 1895, the Municipal Assembly 
passed an ordinance requiring all street 
cars to be equ'pped with fenders, acceptable 
to the Board of Public Improvements. 

It was supposed this would insure effect- 
ive devices beithg used, but the Board took 
the position that it had no responsibility 
farther than to certify that the devices pro- 
posed to be used were fenders within the 
meaning of the ordinance. 

Some of the roads acted in good faith and 
procured the best fenders then to be had, 
The rest complied with the letter of the 
ordinance by putting on the cars alleged 
fenders which made death more certain to 
the person falling in front of them. 

The deaths were as numerous as before 
and the victims were worse mangled, 

May 8, 189%, Geo. FP. Heckel introduced in 
the Council a bill compelling the use of 
automatic fenders. The Committe on Rall- 
roads held it up until July 29, and then 
recommended that it be filed. The reason 
given was that the roads had so recently 
equipped with other fenders that it would 
be a hardship to compel a change. 

The bill was filed. Since that date four- 
teen people have met death under the old 
fenders. 

The Chairman of the Raltlroad Commit- 
tee of the last Council was Franklin Fer- 
riss. Mr. Ferriss is now out of the Coun- 
cil. The other day he appeared before the 
present Railroad Commettee as the attor- 
ney of the Suburban Raliroad. His partner, 
Mr. Rowell, is a stockholder and the attor- 
aay for the Lindell company. 

t the suggestion of the Post-Dispatch, 
Mr. Heckel reintroduced his bill in slightly 
changed form three weeks ago. here are 
no street railroad attorneys on the prqeont 
committee, but for some reason the Dill has 
been permnitted to lie In the p.geon-hole. 

If something is not done about it by Tues- 
day night Mr. Heckel will ask an explana- 
tion from the committee, 

The bill calls for the use of fenders which 
will drop automatically. He expects the 
companies to contend that no practical de- 
vice has yet been invented. He is prepared 
to show that they have been in use for 
some time in Cincinnati and other cities. 
Mr. Heckel has employed a man to £0 
over the records of the Coroner’s office and 
obtain a list of street car fatalities during 
1895 and 1896. The number was exactly 
fifty, Of these two occurred in January, 
1895, before the fender law was passed. The 
records for 1897 were not searched, but it 
is known there have been at least aix 
deaths. That would make & since the fen- 
der ordinance was passed in March, 1895.

At that time he had not heard 
directly from Detective Sergeants Barrett, 
Boyle, Price and O'Donoghue, who were 
then on their way back from Woodside, 
lL. I. where they had found the house 
where they beleved Guldonsuppe was mur- 
dered. 

“After consulting with Assistant District 
Attorney Mitchell, who has charge of this 
ease,” said Inspector O'Brien, ‘‘we have 
come to the conclusion that there is no 
‘Jonger any doubt as to the murder of Gul- 
dGensuppe and that the public should be in- 
formed of the developments in the case, 
in the hope that such publibation will eid 
ws in the arrest of Martin Thorn. 

“Assistant District Attorney Mitchell com- 
municated with the Btate Department at 
Washington to-day and the following cable- 
gram has been sent to Europe to intercept 
the arrival of the steamers Paris and Ma- 
jestic, as it was thought that on either of 
these ships Thorn might have taken pas- 
sage. The cablegram reads as follows: 

“‘Arrest Martin Thorn. Arrest for the 
murder of William Guidensuppe.

In looking through the bundle of letters in 
Mrs. Nack’s possession at the time of her 
arrest one was found which had been writ- 
ten by Thorn and addressed to her.

“by a World reporter. It read as follows: 


Feb. 18, 1897. 
MRS. NACK—I will .send after my 
trunk Ff yet, or to-morrow mornin 
early, and if you don’t surrender it I wi 
compel you to do so by law because my 
tools are in it. I owe you nothing, as 
my week was out on Monday; and on the 
same day I was fired out. Concerning the 
revolver, I have already atated to you 
that I would not use, and altogether I 
don’t want to fight. When I shot it off it 
was in self-defense. 
MARTIN THORN. 
This letter, Inspector O’Brien explained, 
was written after the fight Thorn had with 
Guildensuppe in Mrs. Nack’s house. The 
cause was jealousy, and during the struggle 
Thorn's revolver had been discharged. Then 
Guildensuppe took the weapon away from 
the man, gave him a good licking and threw 
him out of the house. The importance of 
this letter became apparent when the hand- 
writing was compared with the ¢hirography 
of the lettersigned “F.Braun"and addressed 
to Mr. Buala of No. 125 West Twenty-s'xth 
street, the agent of the Woodside house, 
which “Braun” had rented from the agent,

Parsons, and fitted in the Turbinia, can be 
extended to large ships, it will mark the 
greatest revolution In mechanics since the 
invention of the steam engine itself. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has ob- 
tained two opinions of approved weight re- 
gpecting the achievements of the Turbinia, 
and the prospects of this wonderful inven- 
tion. 

Mr. Wolff, Member of Parliament for Bel- 
fast, head of the famous firm of Harland 
& Wolff of Belfast, and himself the de- 
signer of, the White Star Liners, said in 
the House of Commons lobby yesterday to 
@ Post-Dispatch representative: 

“T saw the Turbinia at Spithead going 
nearly eight miles an hour faster than any 
wvease) had ever gone before, and even then 
she was not being pushed to her full speed. 
Bhe passed quite close to the Teutonic, 
on which I was. She dashed along with 
marvelous speed and smoothness. I must 
say, however, that I felt more secure on 
the Teutonic than I should have felt on 
the Turbinia, for you know, they have not 
yet surmounted the difficulty of reversing 
her engine. 

“She can go ahead forty miles an hour, 
but can only reverse at less than four, 

“Tf Parsons can make a similar Turbine 
engine practicable for big craft, with 
proper reversing power he will open a 
New era in the history of steam motors.

@Ghe is easily the fastest craft ever 
launghed. Vibration is reduced to the van- 
ishing point. Her Turbine engine is said to 
Gevelop the same horse power as a torpedo 
Doat engine of seven or eight times its 
weight. 

“Her machinery ts simple to a degree. 

“In all respects she is unique. But when 
you ask me what likelihood there ts that 
the Parsons’ Turbine can be utilized for 
large vessels, my answer is that three 
things must be overcome before that is 
possible. She cannot reverse worth epeak- 
ing of. If she cannot do that without put- 

ting in @ separate reversing engine, then 
the weight and mechanical complications

HE OUGHT TO KNOW ABOUT IT. 


Twenty-one Years Ago He Had an Ex- 
perience Which Makes Pictures 


of Sheol Look Cool. ad 


Paul R. Marquis, keeper of an eating 
house on Sixth street, near Market, never 
complains of the hot weather. 

‘Twenty-one years ago to-day, July 3% 
1876," said- Marquis to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday, I had an experience with the 
sun on the broiling hot plains of the West 
that will satisfy me all this life, and I sin- 
cerely hope in the life to come, for the in- 
fernal regions scarcely contain more tor- 
tures than I went through there. 

“I was in Uncle Sam's army, an enlisted 
man under an assumed name, as are nearly 
all of the Americans in the army to-day, 
and was a trooper in the Fifth Cavalry, the 
headquarters of which were recently re- 
moved from Jefferson Barracks to Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vermont. Lieutenant Colonel 
Guy V. Henry was then Captain of D troop. 

‘The Sioux Indians had been giving th 
Government a great deal of trouble an 
finally open hostilities came. e rode out 
from the Rosebud Agenc and soon had a 
big fight on our hands. don’t remember 
anything about the battle, but they _after- 
wards told me thirty-two men had been 
killed and a number badly wounded. Among 
the wounded was Capt. Henry. 

“Going into the fight something struck 
1 could hear my teeth 
cracking and every molar in my jaws began 
to ache. It was a pecullar sensation and I 
remember epitting out a mouthful of b.ood 
and teeth. hen I recovered consciousness 
I was on a totem. Two poles were hitch 
t@ my horse, one on either side, with the 
ends dragging on the gound. Back of the 
horse's heels was a blanket and I was on 
this blanket, shot through the mouth and 
throat and badly wounded. 

“Out on the plains the thermometer must 
have been above a hund degrees, There 
was No protection from the sun and tt beat 
down wi all its awful intensity upon my 
upturned face. 

a Rvery now and then a comrade would 
squeeze @ sponge of water into my mouth, 
and, raising my head, give me @ chanee to 
spit out blood from my wound. 

“There were a dozen wouhded men on 
those totem poles, and we were being taken 
to Fort Laramie, fifty miles away. 6 guf- 
fered the tortures of the damned, lying on 
those blankets and being dragged over the 
blistering sands of the plains.

A NUN'S JUBILEE. | A CANNIBAL KING. 


BORN ON THE SAME DAY AS ENG- 
LAND’S QUEEN—TWO LIVES 
CONTRASTED. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 1—On the 
fame day on which Victoria was 
born, seventy-seven years ago, another babe 
came into the world whose reign hae not 
been less remarkable than that of the En- 
glish Queen. This is Mother Elizabeth 
Strangé, a Sister of Mercy in the convent 
here, and ‘honored for special reasons by 
the entire Mercy Order, the richest and 
most powerful order of nuns in the world. 

Mother Elizabeth was born in New Ross, 
County Wexford, Ireland, at almost the 


same hour when the tiny Victoria opened 
her eyes in Kensington Palace. She be- 
longed to one of the old aristocratic fam- 
ilies of Ireland and was full cousin to Cardi- 
nal Wiseman, one of the most brilliant 


i lights of the Roman Catholic Church in thi 


century. Before 

fae-eyee Irish girl had given herself to the 
Church and dedicated her life to the work 
of the newly formed Order of Mercy. 

Almost before the echoes of her consecra- 
tion music were silenced Bishop O’Connor 
of Pennsylvania made a plea to the Order 
of ve | in Ireland for a band of sisters 
to establish an order In America and open a 
paswey for the work of education, nursing 
and visitation. 

Small and slender, with deep blue eyes,

O’Connor’s appeal, and came to the new 
country to begin work. 

REMEMBERS THE CORONATION. 

“I was in Ireland at the time of Vic- 
toria’s coronation,” she said in a conversa- 
tion with the writer. ‘There were great 
festivities in our town and a grand pro- 
ession. My father and sisters went tc 
t. I did not accompany them, but I 
member very distinctly the decorati 
which made the town very gay and br 

“I remember that keen interest was 
aroused by Victoria’s first speech from the 
throne. In It she referred touchingly to the 
distress of Ireland, and !t was thought that 
a new era had dawned. for the unhappy 
country. But sixty years have passed and 
she has rema!ned neutral; all those bud- 
ding hopes have perished, as have most of 
the hearts which felt them. 

“Victoria. has been greatly praised and 
greatly blamed. She has been blamed prin- 
cipally, I think, by those interested tn Ire- 
land because of her steadfast neutrality on 
Irish questions. I think her best influence 
has been directly on English society. 

“She has been a good woman, a good 
wife, a good mother, and the strong moral 
rinc'ple which has guided her life cannot 
ut be effective on home life in England— 
in fact, urine. that Queen Victoria is

A NUN WHEN VICTORIA MARRIED. 

“I can remember Victoria's marriage. I 
was at that t'me a nun, but remember very 
well the widespread interest in the royal 
bride. It was not long after the marriage 
that I left Ireland to come here, where I 
have lived ever eince. The dearest recollec- 
tion I carry with me from those days, how- 
ever,‘is not of Queen Victoria, but of Moth- 
er McCauley, the venerable foundress of the 
Order of Mercy. I ;am, I think, the only 
one Itving of the tnousands and tens of 
thousands of Sisters of Mercy ecattered 
over the world who met and talked with old 
Mother McCauley. I remember a visit she 
paid to my convent during my novitiate 
and the blessing she gave me, with my 
young companions, in our chosen life."

The whole stretch of country between the 
Rocky and Allegheny Mountains and from 
the great lakes to the Guif was scorched as 
if by the dread simoom of the East Indies 
or the awful Sirocco of the Mediterranean. 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Pittsburg report 
Numerous sunstgokes, of a serious charac- 
ter. Minnesota reports tornado and cloud- 
burst. But with all these tales of woe there 
comes a promise, Itke a rainbow, from Color- 
ado'’s icy mountains, where the belles and 
beaus of the mining centers will celebrate 
the glorious Fourth with eleigh bells and 
warm wraps.

It went up 
and down until finally it made one supreme 
jump, tn an hour’s time, from 89 to 97. de- 
grees. 

On the business streets men reeled and 
sickened as in a plague-stricken city, and In 
the tenement districts women and children 
huddled, seeking in vain relief from the 
heat which penetrated and prevailed every- 
where. 

It was the hottest day of the year and the 
hottest July day Chicago ever knew. There 
were many prostrations, police and hospital 
ambulances Being kept busy all day caring 
for those wh0O sank under the scorching 
rays, but up to midnight but one case had 
proved fatal that of an unknown man, who 

led in a lodging house.

COCKRAN 
AND THE POPE. 


NEW YORKER PAINTS A PRETTY 
PEN PICTURE OF HIS 
HOLINESS. 


Why Bourke Went to Rome and How 
He Saw the Venerable 
Pontiff. 


WHAT LEO SAID ABOUT AMERICA 
ANENT THE CHURCH 
AND STATE. 


Prayed for Fresh Proof That Churcli 
Is Strongest Power to Main- 
tain Civilization. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 3.—Mr. Bourke Cock- 
ran, who recently returned from Europe, 
has given to the Post-Dispatch the follow- 
ing brilliant account of his visit to the Vat- 
ican. He was first asked about his visit to 
the Pope, which it has been reported was 
the chief reason for his journey to Italy: 

“The persistent circulation of that report,” 
said he, “‘in the face of numerous denials, 
shows the wonderful vitality of a lie. When 
I decided to visit Rome last winter I se- 
cured letters of introduction to some prom- 
inent ecclesiastics, including two from Arch- 
bishop Corrigan. To this extent, and this 


extent only, was the Archbishop in any way 
concerned in my movements. 

‘Through the weight of these letters and 
the intervention of Cardinal Satolli I was 
granted a private audience by the Pope. 
There was nothing significant or unusual 
about it. It is a favor which nothing but 
the demands made on his strength by the 
numerous duties of his sacred office pre- 
vents the Pope from granting more fre- 
quently.” 

‘Was the difference of:opinion among 
the ecclesiastical authorities in this coun- 
try on the question of education mentioned 
ih your conversation with the Pope?’”’ 

‘If there be any such differences of 
opinion I am ignorant of them. 

“I-have always felt it ls the duty of a 
Catholic to obey the voice of authority 


when it speaks on subjects with which it !s 
competent to deal, and while authority is 
preparing to speak I @o not think It is well 
for laymen to tntrude on Its deliberations or 
attempt to disturb the processes by which 
it will reach a final judgment. 

‘“But,”” added Mr. Cockran; “while mat- 
ters in any way controversial were avoided, 
I think I can say with perfect sincerity 
that my audience was the most interesting 
experience in my life. I will tell you as 
nearly as I can exactly what occurred: 

“After passing through some _§ stately 
apartments hung with famous tapestries 
where several members of the ontifical 
guard in full uniform arded the dowr- 
ways, I was ushered irto a smail room. 
My name was announced and the door im- 
mediately closed behind me. This room 
was furnished with eat simplicity. 

“At the other end of the room on a =. 
form raised about six inches I saw a slight 
figure clothed in a white cassock and a 
white skull cap. Bowing the knee once at 
the doorway, and again in the middle of 
the room I advanced to the — and 
knelt down. The pontiff, for it was he, ex- 
tended his hand with cordial words of wel- 
come and bade-me rige and take a seat 
at his right.

“As he became animated in conversation 
his eyes glowed with such a singular luster 
and his face assumed such an ethereal ex- 
pression that you can hardly realize you 
are talking to a man of flesh and bloed, 
and it almost seems as if you were in the 
presence of a spiritual flame inclosed in a 
corporal form. 


“He ‘ts well posted on America. His 
questions showed a close familiarity with 
our government and with the social and 
economic questions which must be solved 
under Democratic institutions, 

‘He spoke of his desire for a reunion of 
all Christian churches, and asked me !f the 
various sects In this country were animated 
by any feeling of hostility to each other, 
I answered that so far as I could judg3 no 
change of opinion In this country during the 
last twenty-five vears was #0 marke! as 
‘ne decline of sectarian prejucice. He asked

CABINET CRISIS IN BERLIN TAKES 
ON A NEW PHASE, 


WILL HE SUCCEED HOHENLOHE? 


Bismarck Press Jubilant Over the 
Prince’s Supposed Returning In- 
fluence—Berlin and Germany. 


BERLIN, July 8—The Cabinet crisis, 
Which has been dragging for weeks, has 
reached another stage, hardly less curious 
than the previous one. It is believed in po- 
litical circles that Baron Von Bulow, if he 
shows the necessary capacity and ability to 
secure the support of the majority of the 
Diet and the Reichstag, will be Prince Ho. 
henlohe’s successor, the post of Foreign Sec- 
retary in that case going to Count Von Kid- 
erlen-Wachtes, the Emperor’s favorite and

made to qulet the frenzied blacks, but it 
was Of no ava'l, Before sunset the square 
in front of the ja'l was packed with ne 
| groes, and again and again had the captain 
implored the Governor to send him troops, 

Just as the twilight was deepening Into 
| n'ght and the mob now under a leader, were 
miuking preparations to assault the jail, the 
low hoarse note of a big duplex whistle 
broke on the air and Rowlett turned to his 
anxious deputies with a smile and sald: “I 
know he'd do it. That’s the Lexington 
Blues coming.” ‘ 

Down at the depot the ra!lroad boys were 
restiessly pacing up and down the platform 
and waiting for the relief they knew was 
|coming, but might come too late. They, 
too, heard the whistle and in another mo- 
ment saw the big headlight shoot around 
the curve at the Fa'r Grounds and then 
they knew their comrade.was safe. 

When the train stopped at the,platform 
there were plenty of helpers to unload the 
glistenine Gatling guns, while the pride of 
Kentucky’s National Guard formed in the 
etreet, full company front, and commenced 
the march toward the beleaguered fail. 

It was a complete surprise to the negroes. 
They stood for a moment, but as that glit- 
ering ltne of bavonets came nearer thev 
broke and ran. Some of them had faced 
that same line of blue and steel at Lexing- 
ton in the-railroad strike only the year be- 
fore and they knew that these Kentucky 
boys would fight and fight hard, too. 

Murphy stayed fn the jatl] that night, while 
Bluegrass aristocracy patrolled the streets 
of the little city and when the soldiet boys 
went back home the next day he went with 
them, and he says that he has no desire 
to ever visit the State again.

All housekeepers should know that sugar 
bolled with an ac'‘d, if it be but three min- 
utes, will be converted {nto glucose, whicn 
is the form of sugar found In sweet apples.

g ucose. In other words one pound of sugar 
stirred into the fruit after it is cooked, and 
while yet warm, will make the fruit as 
eweet as two and a quarter pounds added 
while the fruit Is boiling. 


TO LAUNDER SHIRT WAISTS. 


Hints That Will Be Helpful During 
the Heated Season. 


If there are any unwashable buttons or 
trimmings, remove them, brush the dust 
from the seams and throw the shirt into 
clear, cold water for an hour. If you are

He not only resents the suggestion that 
his resolution was a sly move on behalf of 
the Book Trust, but he is not in favor of 
free books in the schools. 

Referring to the unfriendly remarks, or 
rather misconstruction of his school-book 
resolution, he said Saturday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter:

“I am not in favor of free school books 
at all be'ng provided by the city, but as I 
did not deem it within the province of the 
Board of Heaith to express itself upon any 
matter not of a sanitary nature, I ‘avoided 
saying so in my resolution, which the board 
unanimously adopted, 

“I believe in making charity of charity, 
not political clap-trap. This proposal] to 
furnish free school books is the worst blow 
ever struck at our public schooi system. If 
free books, why not free clothes, free car- 
fare, free beds and free lunch.

Louls, caused by eating talnted ham sau- 
sage. In one case two people were polsoned 
and eight suffered in the last. This suggests 
the urgent necessity for a stringent and 
effective food ingpection bill. In these hard 
times people will eat cheap food from neces- 
sity, if not from choice. It fs useless to 
point out that when a prepared edible selis 
for less by the pound than the alleged com- 
ponent parts cost it cannot be made of 
choice matertal, but that either tainted, 
inferior or condemned meat must be used 
to make the manufacture profitable. The 
people who buy cheap food never take that 
into view. The stuff is cheap and as for 
taste the condiments sufficiently disguise 
the original flavor. This ts not a wholesale 


condemnation of ham sausage or any other 


prepared meat In the abstract. Sausage, 
whether of pork or beef or ham, made of 


sound meat can be had by paying a fair 
price. Put !t Is true that in the shops 
which cater to the poor meats and sausages 
are vended at prices which forbid the possi. 
bility of wholesomeness. As long as un- 


wholesome food. is sola cheap there will be 


people to buy and eat it, and it fs this 
class which ought to be protected. The 
five stock Inepection laws are lamentably 
inefficient, adulterated and impure milk is 
fed to innocent babes, cheap ice-cream is 
vended from unclean cans, cheap candy 
ruins the digestion of the children; In a 
hundred particulars the laws to insure pure 
food are sadly lacking. 


There are various kinds of human hogs. 


The street car genus is only one, and not 
the worst at that. I was at Koerner’s one 
evening last week. Two well-dressed men— 
gentlemen in outward appearance—sat on 
two of the end seats down in front. They 
were smoking cigars. A stiff wind blew 
the smoke in sickening puffs directly across 
the faces of half a dozen ladies In the same 
row. The smoke from anothers cigar 
blown directly into his face is something 
which even the hardened smoker cannot 
stand. Looks of indignant protest came 
from the ladies and thetr escorts.

Joseph B. Dockery, @ young man of 280, 
and for the past two years a collector for

night a victim of police persecution, 
brought about by the over vigilance of Dr. 
Lippe, one of the City Dispensary phys!- 
clans, 

About 8:30 p. m., Dockery went to the 
Dispensary to have dressed a slight wound 
that he had accidentally come by. It was 
On the left knee, and looked as if {t might 
have been made by jumping from a window 
end falling against a sharp-ecred atone. 

Dockery didn’t seem inclined to give a 
@atisfactory explanation of his hurt, anda 
etraightway the Dispensary eurgeon 
thought he saw stretched before him on 
the operating table a daring burglar, who 
Was unknown to Desmond's sleuths. They 
could certainly catch him as he lay un- 
Gressed on the operating table, and the 
gealous doctor thought he would be doing 
the Police Department a good turn by tell- 
ing them to come.and get him f#o he 
touched the electrio button that calls po- 
lice assistance, and soon Detectives Guion 
and Dewar ran into the operating room of 
the Dispensary.

Dockery is a fine looking young fellow 
of geutieomaniy bearing, and feels keenly 
os Cisgrace that bas been heaped upon 

m, 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter he sald: 

“1 was never more surprised in my life 
Pear when the two men, whom the doctor 

ddressed as officers, rushed into the oper- 
ating room at the Dispensary, and jerking 
me off the table where I had been for a 

uarter of an hour under the doctor’s care, 
urried me out of the room into the alley 
in the direction of the Four Courts. 

“I told them that a mistake had been 
Made; that I was the collector for J. Gil- 
man Chouteau, and had done nothing in 
violation of law. They said I was lying, 
and that I wag a notorious crook and bur- 
@lar, and that they had been searching the 
town over for me for weeks. 

“Then they told me that I had better con- 
fess. I told them that they lied, for I had 
ever stolen anything or been arresfed in 
my life. With thia one of them, I think it 
fwas Guion, struck me on the shoulder with 
the butt of his pistol, and as I jerked back 
the other gave me an awful biow in the 
fibs with brass knuckles, almost sending me 
to my knees. 

“I distinctly saw both the pistol and tho 
knucks. I begged them not to beat me, and 
the reply was, ‘Don’t tell us we le, for you 
know you are a thief and if you don't give 


up the jobs you've done we'll beat you until

Tempted Into Dishonest 
While at 
Lacked Spending Money.

BOSTON, Mass., July 3.—Are the Astors 
and Vanderbilts entertaining an ex-con- 
vict? The statement that they had done 
so etirred up the coast from Newport to 
Bar Harbor. 

A. Gordon Blair, who is under arrest here 
charged with theft, which he admits, makes 
the statement. He tells a remarkable story 
of his life. He says he was admitted to 
the best society in Newport and was fre- 
ceived by the Astons and Vanderbilts there. 

“Why,” he said, ““Mrs. Paran Stevens was 
the best friend I ever had.” 

Blair eaid his true name {ts Lawrence P. 
Graham, and continues: “My father is a 
commander in the United States Navy, and 
my father’s two brothers are both in the 
United States Army. The one for whom 
I am named ie a retired General and the 
other is a Colonel of the Fifth Artillery 
at Presidio, Cal. Admiral Meade of the 
Navy !s a first cousin of mine.” 

Blair is only 22 and was born itn Wash- 
ington, his mother dying when he was ll 
years of age. He graduated from a mill- 
tary college at Burlington, N. J., and went 


afterwards to a school at West Farnham, 
near Montreal. It was here he began his 
wrongdoing, indorsing a check payable to 
the treasurer of the school and drawing 
the money. He goes on to say: 

“With the money I went home to Wash- 
inton and told my father what I had done, 
He made the amount good and I was sent 
to the University of Virginia. Practically 
the same thing happened there. I was ig- 
nored by many because j] had no money to 
attend the regular college functions. The 
professors sympathized with me and I in 
turn lost control of myself and secured 
money in various dishonest ways for some 
time. The natural result came. I had to 
leave to escape being punished.” 

He went on the road with a theatrical 
company from which he stole money when 
he could not get his salary. He forged a 
check at Hartford and two at Willimantic 
and for the latter crime served two years 
in the penitentiary. Of this he says: 

“The only one who wrote to me during 
these two years was my eldest sister, who 
ig the wife of a Lieutenant in the army, 
stationed at kort Dougias, Salt Lake City,

Soon after that, he says, he served six 
months on Blackwell’s Isiand for robbin 
a New York jewelry store. Of himself an 
his friends, he says: 

‘T have spent summer vacations at New-

In each place I have managed 
to make friends with the very best people, 
TI can sing and dance and play the piano.

BXECUTIVE MANSION 


How the Money Appropriated by the 
Legislature Was Spent—The Im- 
provements and Decorations. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.—For the past 
two weeks the executive mansion at Jeffer- 
son Clty has been in a state of chaos, owing 
to the painters, decorators, plumbers, roof- 
ers, etc., having charge. For eight years 
there has scarcely been anything done to the 
exterior or interior, although the building 


has been constantly inhabited and roughly 
used by the large crowds that have 6o [re- 


quently filled it. 

When Gov. and Mrs, Stephens took pos- 
session it was scarcely habitable; had it not 
been for their own elegant household goods, 
they could hardly have lived there. The 
table furnishings were worn and broken, 
and there was not enough of anything io 
serve a table of twelve. Seeing the neces- 
sity of s6 many articlea, they asked the 
Legislature for at least an appropriation of 
$10,000 to place the mansion in a condition 
suilable fer iis uses, but the Leg.siature, 
considering the hard times, decided §7,000 


sufficient, and on that they have done re- 
markably well. 

The entire furnishing, €Gecorating, paint- 
ing, inside and out rm the mansion, was 
given to a prominent St. Leuis firm, and 
under the able management of Mr. Charles 
B. Gallup of St. Louis, wonders were soon 
accomplished, 

In preparing a general plan for decorating 
and furnishing the mansion, the decorator 
kept constantly in mind three important 
points: 

1. Architecture of building. 

2. Purpose for which building {s use 

8. Demands for modern decorative art. 

The building, in its general architectural 
character, is most dignified, to suit the 
condition which should exist In the abode 
of the chief executive of the State, and no 
better illustration of the advancement of 
decorative art within the past few years 
could be found. Every detail in design and 
coior has been caretully studied and de- 
veloped; if the old conditions were pleasing, 
those at present displayed are truly fas- 
cinating. The mansion stands on one of the 
highest bluffs, overlooking the grand old 
Missouri, in the center of beautifully cul- 
tivated grounds a block in size, 

On ascending the broad flight of stairs 
to the granite-pillared portico, you enter 
from there the capacious reception hall, 
which is eo well adapted for entertaining 
immense crowds. The entire lower floor 
can be thrown Into one spacious room by 
the large folding doors. This hall is most 
artistically papered and frescoed in beau- 
tiful shades of green, relieved by slight 
touches of rose; the decorations and orna- 
ments displayed are in the style of the first 
cenpire; the scheme of decoration appears 
in freseo, furniture and draperies, the 
green furnishing a perfect harmony of 
color used in the adjoining drawing-room 
library and dining-room, The furniture of 
rosewood is massive and elegant in design;

HE WANTED A FANCY PRICE. 


Club Members Say They Don’t Need It 
Now and He Must Cut 
the Weeds. 


The Columbia Club’s recent purchase of 
seventy-two feet of land on McPherson 
avenue, adjoining its stately building on the 
west, which {s to be transformed into a 
beautiful summer garden, calls attention 
afresh to the unsightly structure that mars 
and obscures the effect of its broad eastern 
approach. 

This obstacle te making the club grounds 
attractive on all sides is a one-story frame 


Vandeventer avenue. The club has tried for 
several years to buy or lease the property. 
The lot is 130x100 feet and etretches the full 
breadth of the magnificent club house. It {s 
grown up with weeds four or five feet high. 
The weeds could easily be got rid of. It is 
the age-worn board house whose “roof i{s 
caving in and chimney tumbling down.” as 
the balladist describes “The little old log 
cabin.’’ 

Most of the windows are boarded over 
and the outer walls are plastered with to- 
bacco signs, while vaudeville posters cover 


the rough planks of the coal shed that is 
about to topple over. This coal shed is a 
rendezvous for tramps, and often a dozen 
Or more may be seen leaving its cover in the 
early morning. 

The shanty is untenanted. Recently. it 
Was used as a bicycle shop, but the tenants 
soon sought other quarters. For a 
time the house was occupled by negroes whte 
did laundry work. They hung the freshly 
washed clothes on lines stretched from the 
rear porch so that they could flap and dry 
in the breeze within a few feet of the club’s 
eastern doorwnzy. 

The negroes paid $15 a month rent. The 
club offered. M. R. Collins, Jr., the owner, 
twice that sum, and to either buy or take 
a long lease. Mr. Collins was assured that 
the club would grade the lot, lay it off into 
flower plots, and put it on a par with the 
h ghiy improved yards and squares in that 
aristocratic neighborhood. 

But Mr. Coliins wanted aq fancy price, 
Though property on Lindell and McPherson 
avenues just west of the club-house can be 
bought for $123 a foot, he holds the space 
that shuts out the club from Vandeventer 
avenue, at $500 a foot. This the club refuses 
to give and negotiations ceased long ago. 

“We don’t want Mr. Collins’ lot at any 
price now,” said Moses Fraley, ex-Pres - 
dent of the Columbia Club, Saturday. ‘“We 
have offered double what the property is 
worth for e'ther lease or title, but he seems 
to think that our hearts are set on the 
ground, and he will finally force us to his 
own terms. Our meeting next Wednesday 
is to confirm the action of the directors in 
buying the McPherson avenue lot for a sum- 
mer earden, and there will be no reference 
to Mr. Collins’ precious piece of dirt. Our

John McKay Saved From Death Only 
by Prompt and Vigorous Arti- 
ficial Respiration. 


John.McKay, for twenty-six continuous 
years fn the employ of the Laclede Gas

Co., was asphyxiated by gas yesterday 
afternoon, and but for the presence of a 
physician at the moment the accident oc- 
curred death would have quickly ensued, 
As it was the q@ick and active work of 
the doctor was necessary for nearly an 
hour before McKay showed signs of con- 
sciousness, 

It all happened in this way: Dr. Francis 
A. Temm sent to the gas office yesterday 
morning a@ request that the two meters in 
his residence, at the northwest corner of 
Morgan and Leffingwell, be changed and 
placed in the coal cellar under the pave- 
ment. 

Three of the company’s men appeared at 
the doctor’s house at about 9:90 o'clock and 
went to work, 

McKay took that part of the burden re- 
quiring work in the cellar, while the others 
went upstairs to make the necessary re- 
fittings. 

“I came home at 12:30 o'clock,” said Dr. 
Temm,. relating the incident, “‘and before 
entering the house I smelled gas. Un open- 
tng the door a sudden rush of gas escaped 
from the hallway, but I thought t merely 
the usual discomfort incident to the*work 
that was being done by the employes of 
the company. 

‘But when’'I reached the dining-room the 
odor was so powerful I knew something 
must be wrong. I called up to the workmen 
and asked if they did not smell too much 
gas. They sniffed the gickening atmos- 
phere and rushed frantically down to the 
cellar. 

“I followed, and the air grew heavier as 
we proceeded. In the cellar we found Mc- 
Kay leaning agains: the wall, his left arm 
cling!ng to one of the meters and his face 
bent over the other meter. He was uncon- 
scious and snoring stertoriously. 

“We got the man out of the cellar and 
then I fell to work on him. His respiration 
was only one every twenty or thirty sec- 
onds. He was perfectly blue, and he would 
not have lived to reach the Dispensary if I 
had sent him there. 

‘“‘By means of artificial respiration he was 
kept breathing, and in about an hour he 
slowly returned to consciousness. But it 
was the closest call he will ever have and 
live to tell about it.” 

McKay was in the cellar three hours be- 
fore being overcome, but he claimed to have 
stopped the pipe before beginn'ng his work. 
He is an old man, nearly © years of age, 
and his long experience had somewhat 
dulled his eense of danger.

Bicycle bells for attachment to the pedal 
are being placed on the market, a side 
turn of the foot throwing out a lever to 
engage the clapper on the crank. 

A new flower pot which makes ft easy 
to remove a plant without injuring the 
roots is in two parts, with projections on 
opposite sides to recelve two pins, which 
lock the two halves of the pot together. 

A pneumatio tire which cannot be punct- 
ured has the air tube about one-third as 
large as the shoe and placed close to the

A recent improvement in the manufacture 
of ice boxes is a metallic shelf which has 
removable slats, eo that the width of shelf 
needed may be used and the other slats re- 
moved to make room for the ice.

THE FIRST GREAT ANNIVERSARY. 

The Fourth of July is unique among

Pa- 
triotism there, as here, did not wait the 
success of the revolution, Jt put its red- 
letter cays Into the National calendar, 
and celebrated them even before they 
stood for the triumph of a cause. Such 
days are always eloquent of hope and 
courage before they become symbolic of 
glorious achievement, 

The influence of the Fourth of July has 
been world-wide. As the people have 
come more into government in every 
land they have widened the scope of 
National aspirations. England now has 
her Jubllees and days commemorative of 
Trafalgar and Waterloo, as well as the 
lugubrious anniversary of Guy Fawkes. 
Sedan Day, every year, sets Germany 
aflame with patriotic ardor for the Fath- 
erland. Italy has her days sacred to the 
memories of its successive steps in the 
achievement of Italian unity. 

Lowell sang of Lincoln as a “new birth 
of our new soll,””’ A newer birth of our 
newer soll is a galaxy of glorious days 
added to the history of many lands.

In a time of industrial depression and 
general] distress, ought rich men to econ- 
omize, or should they continue to enter- 
tain and spend money as usual?

Books are important, but tools are no less 
s0, and after he leaves school the average 
young man is apt to find that a working 
knowledge of tools would be of more 
service to him than the book knowledge 
he has gained. 

America ought to be able to compete 
with Germany not only In the manufact- 
ure of bicycles, but in all other mechanl- 
cal lines. We boast that American hand- 
lcraft is the best in the world. We can 
only make that boast good by encourag- 
ing technical education in the schools as

OVER THE TARIFF. 


COOLING DRINKS IN DEMAND. 


Eccentricities in Methods of Tighting 
Heat and Odds and Ends of 
Capital Life. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 3—The clos- 
ing days of the tariff debate in the Senate 
have been marked by disagreeable torr'd ty. 
Under the bilstering heat debate draeged. 
There was not that spirit and fire shown In 
the earlier gtages. The Senate chamber is 
a warm place. Those who take part in the 
debate on the floor suffer excessively and 
even the Senator who refrains from taking 
part in debate cannot escape the furnace- 
l.ke atmosphere in the chamber. 

Out In the cloak-room It Is different. Fans, 
cooling drinks of lemonade, ice water and 
iced apollinaris, make life less burdensome, 

These hot days the Senate fairly swims in 
lemonade. It is used n the cloak rooms In 
place of water. It is made in 100 gallon lots 
by the storekeeper in the basement. Mes- 
sengers carry great buckets of it up the 


back sta'rways \and keep constantly re- 
plenishing the coolers in the cloak rooms. 
The cont ngent fund of the Senate stands 
the expense, 

July heat has also caused a change in the 
Senate in the toga line. For ten days the 
leaders on opposing sides have been battling 
v gorously clad tn the coolest habil ments 
known to the haberdasher. 

Senator Allison, who has had to bear the 
burden of Democratic onslaughts In the ab- 
sence of Senator Aldrich, early donned Ken- 
tucky tow and, armed with a palmieaf fan, 
repelled every charge of the enemy. The 
Republican policy of keepng mum except 
when hotly pressed, alowed him amp 
time to recover from one sally before it was 
time to repel another. In this way he has 
kept his temper all through the slege, ex- 
cept on one occasion. That was when the 
Republican Senators representing the wool 
growers made an attack upon the Repub- 
lean flank. Senator Allisqn changed his 
tactics completely under this onslaught and 
fought back with spirit. 

On the Democratic side Senator Jones of 
Arkansas set the pace in the wearing of 
linen and duck. enator Vest, who has 
been his first assistant throughout the de- 


bate, has made no concessions to the 
weather. Senator White of California has 
admitted that it is warm by wearing a 


black alpaca coat, while Senator Caffery of 
Louls'ana, who made such an onslaught 
on the Sugar Trust, has been wearing 
snowy linen for a month. 

So little talk has been permitted on the 
Republican side that with the exception of 
Allison, Aldrich and Platt of Connecticut, 
the tariff debate has been the occasion for 
& projonged holiday. 


Senator Vest of Missouri w'll be the Dem- 
ocratic member of the Conference ,Commit- 
tee on the part of the Senate when the 
tariff bill goes back to the House. The 
House Democratic member of the commit- 
tee will be Congressman Jos, W. Ba.ley of 
Texas. 

While the Republican Ist of conferees 
's subject to change, it is practically made 
up. It will consist of Allison and Aldrich, 
or Platt of Connecticut, on the part of the 
Senate; and Dingley and Payne or Grosven- 
or of Ohio on the part of the House. 

How long the bill will remain in confer- 
ence is a matter of conjecture. It wll 
‘probably not be there more than four or 
hive days. The House sugar schedule ‘s 
to be substituted for the Senate schedule 
unless indications are at fault. There wil 
be returns to the House figures in many in- 
stances. 


The Federal patronage of the State of

QUEER FREAKS OF 
CYCLE INVENTORS. 


OUT-OF-THE-WAY NOTIONS RE- 
CORDED AT THE PATENT OF- 
FICE IN WASHINGTON. 


Bicycle inventions have multiplied to such 
an extent recently that now an entire dj- 
vision of the Patent Office at Washinatdh 


is given up to ideas that have to do with 
wheels. 


Most of the out-of-the-way notions re- 
corded under the head of cycles are mat- 
ters of detail and hardly susceptible of 
description, but here and there turns up 
something weird and wonderful on wheels, 
The latest of these was patented only the 
Other day by A. Legrand Pierce of Pitts- 
burg, Pa, It ts called a military bicycle, 
being designed for army use. The top bar 
or backbone of the machine is a gun— 
that ig to say, a rifie—with lock, stock and 
barrel. It is a stee) tube, made like a rifle 
barrel, and in case of emergency it can be 
aimed at the enemy by shifting the front 
wheel of the vehicle. 

Beneath the backbone, or fixed gun, is a 
second rifle, which may be detached at a 
moment's notice and used in the ordinary 
way. But this is not all, for the machine 
embraces a number of supplementary ideas 
of extraord'nary ingenuity. The rear tubes 
serve as magazines to hold cartridges. Be- 
neath the seat and in front of the rear 
wheel is a haversack of aluminum Un-

der the backbone, and consequently sus- 
pended beneath the second rifle, is a knap- 
sack of leather. Held on a bracket just 
over the front wheel and forward of the 


handle-bars is a smaller knapsack. A 
water canteen {ig hung below on one of the 
forks, and both forks are made to serve as 
sheaths for bayonets or daggers. The fixed 
gun barrel its pointed rearward, because 
with this arrangement it is easily aimed 
by moving handle-bars, 

Not less interesting in Its way is a pat- 
ent just granted to Edward P. Hart of 
Rochester, N. Y. It is for a bicycle that 
is propelled partly by wind. Through the 
tubular backbone runs a rod, which at the 
front end carries a sort of windmill with 
metal fans like those of a propeller. When 
the fans g° around they actuate a gearing 
at the other end of the rod, just beneath 
the saddle, and this gearing is connecte 
with the rear wheel and its gearing. The 
reeult is that, when a fair breeze is blow- 
ing, the machine will run along on a level 
without any use of the pedals by the rider, 
When the wind falls the rider takes to his 
pedals again. The windmill also has the 
effect of breaking the resistance of the air 
as the machine moves forward, 

Another curious Invention is credited to 
T. R. Cherry of Buckhannon, W. Va., and 
consists of a large folding screen attached 
to the front of a bicycle. It is intended 
for use on ladies’ wheels, to cover up the'!r 
legs. When the screen doesn't happen to be 
in use it may be folded into a small case 
that ts fastened to the wheel.

estion of J. U. McNaughton of Salisbury, 

r. Cc. It Is tn the ehape of a huge eagle, 
which, while exceedingly decorative, pro- 
tects with its wings the skirts of the female 
rider, Buch notions seem absurd, perhaps, 
but now and then ideas that seem non- 
sensical turn out in great shape. For ex- 
ample, the first suggestion for using elec- 
tric lights on bicycles waa offered as a joke 
by a comic paper, with storage battery at- 
tached to the wheel, which has become an 
accomplished fact. One of the odd bicycles 
patented, by the way, has two sails at the 
rear, so that it may use the wind to push 
it along, when the breeze happens to be 
favorable. 

Some of the strangest bicycles are those 
designed for use, not on land, but on the 
water. The most recent and aparently the 
most practicable of them ts credited to John 
Klein of Brooklyn. It is remarkable for its 
simplic.ty, an ordinary bicycle being ex- 
comied ineide of a boat, while the chain 
instead of being connected with the rear 
wheel tn the ordinary fash.on, Is assoclated 
with a small whee., which, running from the 
sprocket, turns a .propelior. There is gen 
incidental arrangement for steering. 

More picturesque, perhaps, is a water unl. 
cycle devised by an Ohio man, the pro- 
peller of wh.ch extends the entire length of 
the “acquatic velocepede,” as it is called, 
The huge propellor works like a corkscrew, 
while the power ils given by the man on the 


wheel above.

TOM ECK TALKS. 


Veteran Trainer Thinks New Pacing 
Devices Are Needed. 


In a recent interview on pacemaking and 
records, “Tom” Eck said: 

“Not until new pacing devices are in- 
vented and licensed by the League of 
American Wheelmen, or the body that ts 
to have control of cycling in the future, 
can we look for much of a clip In the exist- 
ing track records from the quarter-mile up. 
It seems as if gear attachments and the 
science of providing a large enough bicycle 
to cause a slight vacuum in the rear of the 
multi-cycle for the rider that is following 
have pretty nearly reached their highest 
developenent, and certainly human endur- 


ance and speed cannot go much further, In 
my estimat'on Johnson's quarters of 20 sec- 
onds and Hamilton’s mile in fraction un- 
der 1 2-3 minutes will not suffer much of a 
decrease under the present arrangements for 
providing and taking pace. 

“TIT can see old “Zimmy’”’ now, with his 
side manne. He thought his Star was the 
fastest machine In the world, next to a lo- 
comotive, and would have demanded a race 
with steam before admitting even that more 
speedy: It came to Zimmerman’s turn to ées- 
tablish a track record on the eafety, as it 
was then called, the mark, I believe, being 
something like 2.04. This made the low bi- 
cycle record the acknowledged mount of the 
league, and sealed the doom of the high 
wheel, What an awful lot of comment and 
what a great storm of doubt was raised 
when Johnson, a little later, almost at the 
start of his career on the track followed 
horses around the mite tn 1.56 3-5. 

‘How records have gone down since, John- 
son's mile in 1.42 came near the close of the 
'9 season. and Gardiner went him better by 
about 2 seconds. There was a good reduc- 
tion over Tyler’s performance of the year 
before, but the cycling world seemed to ap- 
preciate the fact that the marks were al- 
most reachine their limit. Hamilton came 
out in the spring with his 1.39, and there the 
mark remains to-day. I sent ‘Johnny’ for 
the record four times in one day, and every 
mile was under 1.42, yet he could not in a 
aingie instance tie the effort of the Denver 
rider. 

“Followers of pace have about made the 
turns on the track as fast as they can possi- 
biy be meade, and the first man on the 
quad has pedaled as fast as his legs will 
travel, We will have to have a miniature 
locomotive on the circult after the fashion 
of the Anderson idea in order te attain 3% 
where near the ideal of a mile a minute. It 
is all a question of vacuum, as I think the 
rider tn the calm air can go almost as fast 
as anything prea. by steam power. 

“When I speak of the impossibility of a 
much faster mile on a track than the mark 
recognized at present, I confine my predic- 
tion to the circular track. Give me Mon. 
mouth park, with a brick pavemeént or an 4s5- 

halt surface, provide me with 4 editions of 

he Jallu brothers all on quads, and Johnson 

at his best, and I will guarantee a mile 
nearer 1:15 than 1:20. If 1 can’t get the pace 
favor me with a terrific wind and the proper 
officers. and I will promise ‘Johnny’ the 
mark. This would be no better a proposi- 
tion than the one effected at Buffalo, and 
with the Improved gears I think the differ- 
ence could be demonstra‘ed. The track rec- 
ord has been brought down to within four 
seconds of the Tonawanda mark. It was 
then 20 from it. Deduct a score of seconds 
from the time on the old gear in Buffalo 
and you will have my forecast. 

*“‘One-man teams are all the vogue. I Iike 
the system, too. It creates more rivalry in 
the first place and gives every man the re- 
eponsibility of having to ride on his own 
merits.

“In this beautiful island of Java the new 
sport of kingé, cycling, has recently been 
taken up by the upper classes of societ 
and from now on its popularity be assur 
Of course there is not the energy Or €xe 
citement In eycling here that seems to 
manifested in the United States ean 
Europe. Our tropical and enervating cli- 
mate precludes the possibility of any other 
than the mildest_forme of exertion; but 
what can be expected In a country where 
a person's liver is baked hard as filnt bee 
fore he ts out of his ‘teens? The climate 
with the exception of some marshy dis 
on the north coast, healthy and pleasant, 
The average temperature is 83 4 ees at 
noon and 75 degrees in the evening, but th 
apparently great heat Is always tempe 
by Invigorating sea breezes which con- 
siantly blow over the Bland.

During the first half 
of March Mother M., Bonaventura, who had 
been for nine years the SBuperitor of tho 
mother-house of Milwaukee, and who was 
made provisory superior of the new house, 
came with a few sisters from Milwaukee to 
St. Louis, where she was well remembered 
by the sisters of St. Joseph's .school, having 
been their superior for a number of years. 

High mass was celebrated on the day on 
which the nuns left, and everything wds 
done so that the new convent could be 
opened on the feast day of St. Joseph. A 
beautiful chapel was arranged in @ room 
with bay windows In the old dwelling-house. 
Fr. Goller, an old friend and helper of the 
sisters, was appointed their epiritual direc- 
tor by Archbishop Kain. As such Fr. Goller 
blessed the house on St. Joseph Day, and 
celebrated the first mass, delivering an 
earnest sermon in behalf of the new enter- 

rise. 

AS soon as the season permitted the Sis- 
ters, aided by two male servants, began the 
cultivation of their land, and during the first 
year obtained a splendid vegetable garden, 
fruit garden and gcrape-bearing arbors. The 
rich vegetation, the pure air, the rural quiet, 
seldom interrupted by the rattle of the rail- 
way at the foot of the hill, and the splash 
of the boats in the river, combined to make 
them exclaim that a more beautiful and ap- 
priate place for the new mother-house 
could not have been found. 

The corner stone of the new building was 
laid on October 15, 18%, the feast of St. 
Theresa, and on the fifteenth anniversary 
of Mother Carolina’s taking her vows. 

Vicar-General H. Muhlsiepen ceiebrated 
mass. Rev. P. Guardian Paulinus made 
the German address and Rev. Dantel Mul- 
lane the Englieh. Clergy and laymen, by 
their large attendance, demonstrated that 
the new mother-house is of great interest 
to St. Louls. 

The work is rapidly progressing and the 
etructure is under cover. It is the inten- 
tion to have the convent ready for occu- 
pancy on July 31. That is the fiftieth an- 
nivereary, when the first four school sis- 
ters, coming from the mother-house at Mu- 
nich, landed in America. 

All the missions in St. Louls and Missouri 
will belong to the new mother-house, From 
the beginning over 800 sisters will belong 
te the new community, half of the province 
of Baltimore coming here and a quarter of 
the province of Milwaukee. The distances 
between the mother-houéee and the various 
m'ssions will, of course, be taken into con- 
sideration.

AN ELECTRIC HORSE.| 


AN ENGLISHMAN’S INVENTION | 


WHICH WILL MEET OBJECTIONS 
TO THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE. 


That noble animal, the horse, hae been 
dealt another blow. Soon he will be crow4- 
ed off the earth altogether by the march of 
modern scientific progress, 

The locomotive steam engine was the en- 
tering wedge. The tron horse d'splaced the 
flesh and blood one for long distance travel. 
The pack horse, the stage horse and the 
wagon train animal found thelr occupa- 
tlons gone. But for many years the horse 
was no further interfered with. Early in 
the century attempts were made to intro-
